Gull Lake Bicycle Path. 
L. W. Burrell who has takon the 
contract to build a bicycle path from 
Brainerd to Gull lake already has the 
work done as far as Sheard’s farm and 
probably in less than two weeks time 
it will be completed and ready for 
travel. The path starts from the Miss­ 
issippi wagon bridge and crosses the

Stivers, says “there is Borne talk 
around the N. P. shops and foundry, 
that the movement on foot to observe 
Labor day is not in the hands of real 
working people,” and that a meeting 
of “actual working men” will be call­ 
ed, etc. The general opinion of those 
with whom I have conversed upon 
this subjest is, that it is simply one of 
the Friar’s fairy stories, for which he 
is well known—pure fiction, only this 
and nothing more. 
In his own paper, in his report of 
the meeting Tuesday evening, the 
editor of the Journal gives the names 
of the gentlemen who “spoke the sen­ 
timents of the different organizations 
and bi anthos of labor that would 
take part in the celebration und do 
everything possible to make Labor 
Day this year a day long to be re­ 
membered by the people of Brainerd.” 
These included the several depart­ 
ments of the N. P. shops, the em­ 
ployes of the Brainerd Lumber Co., 
the iron moulders, the clerk’s union, 
the barbers, the cigar makers, etc., etc. 
The meeting was indeed a represen­ 
tative one, about every branch of 
skilled labor in the eity being repre­ 
sented. 
This alone is sufficient answer to 
the Journal’s screed, which is evi­ 
dently only for the purpose of creat­ 
ing dissension. As for myself I cud 
say that I have been a working man 
all my life, and a member of the in­ 
ternational Typographical Union for 
21 years.

A T R IP TO THE PACIFIC COAST. 


Annual Outing of the Minnesota State 


Editorial Association.

iciric Lighted and Steam Healed, 


The writer returned on Tuesday 
noon from a ten days trip to the Pa­ 
cific coast by way of Winnipeg on the 
Canadian Pacific, having accompanied 
the State Editorial Association on its 
annual summer excursion. The party 
was the largest and the trip the long 
est ever made by the association, and 
was pronounced by those who have 
attended each annual outing as the 
oue affording the most pleasure. This 
splendid trip was made 
possible 
through the courtesy of the Canadian 
government and the Canadian Pacific 
railroad, assisted by the citizens of 
of the various cities and towns lying 
along this great 
transcontinental 
route. It was conceived by W. .1. 
White, press representative of the do­ 
minion government, for the purpose 
of giviug the pencil pushers of Min­ 
nesota an opportunity to see with 
their own eyes the splendid possibili­ 
ties of this imperial domain, so that 
their readers might be informed and 
profit thereby. 
The trip was made in a special train 
of five sleeping cars and a baggage 
car which left .St. Paul on Thursday 
evening, July 7th, at 7:30 p. m. over 
the Northern Pacific railroad. 
Win­ 
nipeg was reached at three o’clock on 
Friday afternoon. 
Mayor Andrews 
and C. N. Bell, secretary of the bdard 
of trade, of that city, met the train 
and extended the freedom of the city 
totheeditors. On arriving at Winnipeg 
luncheon was served at the hotel Man­ 
itoba, after which the city tire depart­ 
ment was paraded for the benefit of 
the visitors, and made a very crodita- 
ble showing. A special street car train 
beautifully decorated with American 
and British flags, was then taken for 
a ride about the city, all the points of 
interest 
the 
city 
being visited. 
At Edson Hall a magnificent banquet 
prepared by the citizens of the city 
was served, and toasts and speeches 
by prominent citizens of the city aud 
members of the association were list­ 
ened to aud enjoyed. The one thiug 
that deeply impressed every member 
of the association was thejwarm friend­ 
ship and deep admiration of the peo­ 
ple of Winnipeg, and every point in 
the Dominion, visited for the people 
of the United States. 
They seem to 
take as much and more interest in 
our war with Spain than do our peo­ 
ple, aud our victories are received 
there with even greater enthusiasm 
than here. They see in the success 
of the American arms the extension of 
those liberties enjoyed only by peo­ 
ple of the Anglo-Saxon race. There 
is no question but that the extreme 
warmth of feeling of the people of 
Canada for their American brothers 
was a most happy surprise to every 
member of the Association, and will 
not soon be forgotten. 
The excursion continued on its way 
the next morning for the coast stop­ 
ping at Portage LaPra rie, Brandon, 
Yirden, Iiegina, Medicine Hat and 
Calgary, beyond which points the 
mountains are reached. From Win­ 
nipeg to Calgary is more than a 
thousand miles and it is one vast prai­ 
rie, which, for fertility of soil is un­ 
surpassed by any tract of land on the 
globe. The eastern portion is partial­ 
ly settled and indeed fine farm along 
the railroad can be seen for the entire 
distance, but there is yet millions of 
acres that are waiting for the set­ 
tler to come and make a home for 
himself and family, and thoy can be 
had for the asking. The climate is 
about the same as the Dakotas, aud 
this country will some day contain as 
prosperous farms as can be found in 
the Dakotas. 
At Portage LaPrairie 
a drive was made by the association 
out into the country to see the mag­ 
nificent grain fields in carriages fur­ 
nished by the citizens, and at Bran­ 
don the Dominion Experiment farm 
was visited, the citizens of Brandon 
furnishing the conveyances. At Vir- 
den, a town of not over 800 people, 
the association was feted aud bau- 
quetted in the same cordial manner 
as at Winnipeg. At various other 
points the citizens of the respective 
towns would turn out en masse at the 
station and give the editors a well- 
come, with bands playing American 
national airs. 
After leaving Calgary the railroad 
enters the Rocky mountains, and 
from this point on until the coast is 
reached, the scenery is grand beyond 
description. Hundreds of mountain 
peaks towering above the clouds and 
covered with a glistening mantle of 
snow greet the eye in every direction. 
As the train rushes on, now swinging 
around curves on the mountain side 
hundreds of feet above the rushing 
tojrent of a mountain stream, aud 


then darting through tunnels and 
snow sheds and dark canons with over 
hanging walls towering 
hundreds 
and in many cases thousands of feet 
overhead, the brain becomes dizzy, 
and one involuntarily turns from the 
bewildering scene to regain one’s 
equilibrium. 
A stop of a few hours 
was made at Banff, which is situated 
in the Canadian National Park, and 
it is indeed a fairyland. 
It was not 
reached until after dark. hut the 
beautiful moonlight added to the en 
chantinent of the scene. Here a largo 
number of the party enjoyed a bath 
in the hot sulpher springs for which 
the place is famous. As all desired 
to view the beauties of the place by 
daylight, it was arranged that a stop 
of several hours should he made here 
on the return trip. The train remain­ 
ed here until dawn so that the moun­ 
tain scene beyond, which was partic­ 
ularly grand, should be seen by day­ 
light. The road here passes between 
the Selkirk and Rocky mountains by 
the Kicking Horse pass, which, for 
graudeur cun not be surpassed ii. the 
world. 


A stop of one hour for diunor wns 
made at Glacier. Here the railroad 
company has constructed and operate 
a neat little hotel for the accomoda­ 
tion of tourists who desire to visit the 
great glacier, about two miles distant 
up the mountains. 
Several of the 
party, including the writer, preferred 
to go without dinner in order to make 
a trip to the glacier and inspect it at 
close quarters. It, however, is plainly 
seen in all its beauty 
from the 
hotel and seems only a few rods dis­ 
tant, but the trip to it will dispel 
that idea. 


Tho rest of the trip to Vancouver is 
through the mountains. 
Vancouver 
was reached on Tuesday morning and 
tho balance of the day was occupied in 
visiting points of interest. 
Kivorsido 
park contains some of tho extremely 
large trees for which the coast is noted 
several in the park being 300 feet iu 
hoighth and GO feet in circumference. 
V ancouver isan extremely lively {dace 
at present, containing many magnifi­ 
cent granite and brick buildings, and 
more are in process of construction 
than at any other point visited. It is 
only 13 years old, being founded in 
1885, and now contains 20,000 people. 
At G o’clock that eveniug, the Can­ 
adian Pacific steamer, the Charmer, 
was taken for the 85 mile ride to Vic­ 
toria, the capital of British Columbia, 
situated on Vancouver island. It is a 
city of about 20,000 inhabitants, old 
and wealthy, bat it is not making the 
progress now that Vancouver is. Here 
the association romained two nights 
aud a day visiting points of interest. 
The provincial parliament buildings 
are located here, aud have only recent­ 
ly been finished at a cost of over a 
million dollars. Here the entire asso­ 
ciation on invitation of tho admiral of 
the British North Atlantic squadron, 
visited the fleet in tho harbor of Es- 
quimalt, tho naval station. It con­ 
sisted of the Imperinse, a first-class 
armored cruiser of 8400 tons displace­ 
ment and tho gunboats Icarus and 
Pheasant and two new modern tor­ 
pedo boat destroyers, the Sparrow 
and tho Hawk, each capable of a 
speed of 32 knots or nearly 40 miles 
an hour. Tho party was taken to tho 
llag ship in launches provided by tho 
admiral, and nearly three hours were 
spent 
in examining all the vastf 
complicated aud delicate machinery 
that goes to make a modern man of 
war. It was one of the most interest­ 
ing events of the trip considering the 
state of war now existing. 


M. H. McCabe, formerly of this city 
is now located at Victoria, and is con­ 
ducting the Wilson House, a large 
four story brick hotel, thorougnly 
equipped with all modern convenien­ 
ces, and seems to bo enjoying a large 
and lucrative business. He also has 
a large three story brick annex across 
the street fitted up to accommodate 
tho Klondike trade. Mr. McCabe and 
family like their new home very much 
and are undoubtedly prospering. 


At 8 a. m. the following morning 
the association embarked oa 
the 
Northern Pacific steamer, “City of 
Kingston” for Seattle, the Queen city 
of the North Pacific coast. The “City 
of Kingston” is one of the finest and 
most elegantly appointed boats on 
the sound, and is said to be the 
smoothest sailing 
and safest boat 
plying between the two cities and is 
preferred by tourists for this reason. 


At Beattie tho party spent from 1 
p. in., the time of arrival, until 12 
o’clock at night viewing this wonder­ 
ful city. The parks were visited, a ride 
on Lake Washington was enjoyed, 
and Queen Anne Hill, a great eleva­ 
tion in the rear of the city was sur­ 
mounted and a magnificent view of 
the city and bay obtained.

gary, where a stop of five hours was 
made and a cow boy exhibition was 
given and Indian dances and pony 
races held by Blackfeet ami Sarcoo 
Indians for the enjoyment of the 
party. 
St. I’uni was reached on 
Monday noon after a delightful ride 
through the fertile wheat fields of 
North Dakota and Minnesota on tho 
Soo road. 
Here the party dispersed 
to their homes with regret, unani­ 
mously declaring it was tie' most de 
lightful trip ever taken by the state 
association. 
The pleasure of tin' trip was great­ 
ly enhancedjby thepresonceof Will..I. 
White, Dominion press agent, Arthur 
B. Caldor, traveling passenger agent 
of the C. I*. It., C. N. Bell, secretary 
of the Winnipeg board of trade, and 
A. J. Prasher, of Regina, C. I*. It. 
land agent, who were also accompa­ 
nied by their wiveH. 
Those gentle­ 
men are thoroughly acquainted with 
every foot of tho road, and their in­ 
telligent aud interesting descriptions 
afforded great pleasure to all on 
board. 
It was a trip of a lifetime, and will 
long be remembered by every person 
present.

icldc Lighted and Steam Heated, 


The writer returned on Tuesday 
noon from a ten days trip to the Pa­ 
cific coast by way of Winnipeg on the 
Canadian Pacific, having accompanied 
the State Editorial Association on its 
annual summer excursion. The party 
was the largest and the trip the long 
est ever made by the association, and 
was pronounced by those who have 
attended each aunual outing as the 
one affording the most pleasure. This 
splendid trip was made 
possible 
through the cpurtesy of the Canadian 
government and the Canadian Pacific 
railroad, assisted by the citizens of 
of the various cities and towns lying 
along this great 
transcontinental 
route. It was conceived by W. J. 
White, press representative of the do­ 
minion government, for the purpose 
of giving the pencil pushers of Min­ 
nesota an opportunity to see with 
their own eyes the splendid possibili­ 
ties of this imperial domain, so that 
their readers might be informed and 
profit thereby. 
The trip was made in a special train 
of five sleeping cars and a baggage 
car which left St. Paul on Thursday 
evening, July 7th, at 7:30 p. rn. over 
the Northern Pacific railroad. 
Win­ 
nipeg was reached at three o’clock on 
Friday afternoon. 
Mayor Andrews 
and C. N. Bell, secretary of the bdard 
of trade, of that city, met the train 
and extended the freedom of the city 
to the editors. On arriving at Winnipeg 
luncheon was served at the hotel Man­ 
itoba, after which the city fire depart­ 
ment was paraded for the benefit of 
the visitors, and made a very credita­ 
ble showing. A special street car train 
beautifully decorated with American 
and British flags, was then taken for 
a ride about the city, all the points of 
interest 
the 
city 
being visited. 
At Edson Hall a magnificent banquet 
prepared by the citizens of the city 
was served, and toasts and speeches 
by prominent citizens of the city and 
members of the association were list­ 
ened to and enjoyed. The one thing 
that deeply impressed every member 
of the association was thejwarm friend­ 
ship and deep admiration of the peo­ 
ple of Winnipeg, and every point in 
the Dominion, visited for the people 
of the United States. 
They seem to 
take as much and more interest in 
our war with Spain than do our peo­ 
ple, aud our victories are received 
there with even greater enthusiasm 
than here. They see in the success 
of the American arms the extension of 
those liberties enjoyed only by peo­ 
ple of the Anglo-Saxon race. There 
is no question but that the extreme 
warmth of feeling of the people of 
Canada for their American brothers 
was a most happy surprise to every 
member of the Association, and will 
not soon be forgotten. 
The excursion continued on its way 
the next morning for the coast stop­ 
ping at Portage LaPra rie, Brandon, 
Virden, Regina, Medicine Hat and 
Calgary, beyond which points the 
mountains are reached. From Win­ 
nipeg to Calgary is more than a 
thousand miles and it is one vast prai­ 
rie, which, for fertility of soil is un­ 
surpassed by any tract of land on the 
globe. The eastern portion is partial­ 
ly settled and indeed fine farm along 
the railroad can be seen for the entire 
distance, but there is yet millions of 
acres that are waiting for the set­ 
tler to come and make a home for 
himself and family, and they can be 
had for the asking. The climate is 
about the same as the Dakotas, aud 
this country will some day contain as 
prosperous farms as oan be found in 
the Dakotas. 
At Portage LaPrairie 
a drive was made by the association 
out into the country to see the mag 
nificent grain fields in carriages fur 
nished by the citizens, and at Bran 
don the Dominion Experiment farm 
was visited, the citizens of Brandon 
furnishing the conveyances. At Vir 
den, a town of not over 800 people 
the association was feted and ban- 
quetted in the same cordial manner 
as at Winnipeg. At various other 
points the citizens of the respective 
towns woald tarn out en masse at the 
station and give the editors a well- 
come, with bands playing American 
national airs. 
After leaving Calgary the railroad 
enters the Rocky mountains, and 
from this point on until the coast is 
reached, the scenery is grand beyond 
description. Hundreds of mountain 
peaks towering above the clouds aud 
covered with a glistening mantle of 
snow greet the eye in every direction. 
As the train rushes on, now swinging 
around curves on the mountain side 
hundreds of feet above tho rushing 
torrent of a mountain stream, and 


^ then darting through tunnels and 
snow sheds aud dark canons with over 
hanging walls towering 
hundreds 
and in many cases thousands of feet 
overhead, the braiu becomes dizzy, 
and one involuntarily turns from the 
bewildering scene to regain one’s 
equilibrium. A stop of a few hours 
was made at Banff, which is situated 
in the Canadian National Park, and 
it is indeed a fairyland. It was not 
reached until after dark. but the 
beautiful moonlight added to the en­ 
chantment of the scene. Here a large 
number of the party enjoyed a bath 
io the hot sulpher springs for which 
the place is famous. As all desired 
to view the beauties of the place by 
daylight, it was arranged that a stop 
of several hours should be made here 
on the return trip. The train remain­ 
ed here until dawn so that the moun­ 
tain scene beyond, which was partic­ 
ularly grand, should be seen by day­ 
light. The road here passes between 
the Selkirk and Rocky mountains by 
the Kicking Horse pass, which, for 
grandeur can not be surpassed in the 
world* 
A stop of one hour for dinner w iib 
made at Glacier. Here the railroad 
company has constructed and operate 
a neat little hotel for the accomoda­ 
tion of tourists who desire to visit the 
great glacier, about two miles distant 
up the mountains. 
Several of the 
party, including the writer, preferred 
to go without dinner in order to make 
a trip to the glacier and inspect it at 
close quarters. It, however, is plainly 
seen in all its beauty 
from the 
hotel and seems only a few rods dis­ 
tant, but the trip to it will dispel 
that idea. 
The rest of the trip to Vancouver is 
through the mountains. 
Vancouver 
was reached on Tuesday morning and 
:he balance of the day was occupied in 
visiting points of interest. Riverside 
park contains some of the extremely 
argo trees for which the coast is noted 
several in the park being 300 feet in 
leighth and GO feet in circumference. 
Vancouver isanextremely lively place 
at present, containing many magnifi 
cent granite and brick buildings, and 
more are in process of construction 
than at any other point visited. It is 
only 13 years old, being founded in 
1885, and now contains 20,000 people. 
At 6 o’clock that evening, the Can­ 
adian Pacific steamer, the Charmer, 
was taken for the 85 mile ride to Vic­ 
toria, the capital of British Columbia, 
situated on Vancouver island. It is a 
city of about 20,000 inhabitants, old 
and wealthy, but it is not making the 
progress now that Vancouver is. Here 
the association remained two nights 
and a day visiting points of interest. 
The provincial parliament buildings 
are located here, and have only recent 
ly been finished at a cost of over a 
million dollars. Here the entire bobo 
elation on invitation of the admiral of 
the British North Atlantic squadron, 
visited the fleet in the harbor of Es 
quimalt, the naval station. It con­ 
sisted of the Imperiuse, a first-class 
armored cruiser of 8400 tons displace­ 
ment and the gunboats Icarus and 
Pheasant and two new modern tor­ 
pedo boat destroyers, the Sparrow 
and the Hawk, each capable of a 
speed of 32 knots or nearly 40 miles 
an hoar. The party was taken to the 
flag ship in launches provided by the 
admiral, and nearly three hours were 
spent 
in examining all the vast 
complicated and delicate machinery 
that goes to make a modern man of 
war. It was one of the most interest 


ing in the sun at a distance of sixty 
miles, was worth the trip alone to Hue. 
Here as at Winnipeg, Vancouver and 
Victoria, the use of tho street cars 
free and without price was accorded 
to the visiting pencil pushers. The 
writer had the pleasure at Seattle of 
meeting A. W. Frater, one of the city’s 
most prominent attorney’s, formerly 
clerk of court of this comity, and a 
brother of County Treasurer John T. 
Frater of this city. 
Mr. Frater is 
very prominent in politics in his state 
and is very prosperous financially. 
At 12 o’clock at night the return 
trip was begun, and ouly two stops 
other than for meals was made on the 
way back, the first at Banff to give 
the party a ohance to see this beauti­ 
ful spot in the daytime, which was 
greatly enjoyed, and the next at Cal­ 
gary, where a stop of five hours was 
made and a cow boy exhibition was 
given and Indian dances and pony 
races held by Blackfeet and Sarcee 
Indians for the enjoyment of tho 
party. 
St. Paul was reached on 
Monday uoon after a delightful ride 
through the fertile wheat fields of 
North Dakota and Minnesota on tho 
Soo road. 
Here the party dispersed 
to their homes with regret, unani­ 
mously declaring it was the most de­ 
lightful trip ever taken by tho state 
association. 
The pleasure of the trip was great­ 
ly enhancedjby the presence of Will. J. 
White, Dominion press agent, Arthur 
B. Calder, traveling passenger agent 
of the C. P. It., C. N. Bell, secretary 
of the Winnipeg board of trade, and 
A. J. Frasher, of Regina, O. P. R. 
land agent, who were also accompa­ 
nied by their wives. 
These gentle­ 
men are thoroughly acquainted with 
every foot of the road, and their in­ 
telligent and interesting descriptions 
afforded great pleasure to all on 
board.

date were found in a royal tomb at 
Nagada in Egypt, supposed to have 
been that of King Menes.

the chambers w’ere some bits of gold 
and a bead, a button and a fine w ire 
of nearly pure copper. 
If the tomb has 
been properly identified, these objects 
are at least 6,300 years old. Nearly all 
the ancient gold that has been exam ­ 
ined contains enough stiver to give it 
a light color. 
It was gathered by the 
ancients in the bed of the Pactolus and 
other streams of Asia Minor.

The many little points of etiquette 
observed on board an Am* rican man- 
of-war are distinctly worthy of public 
interest. 
From the moment an offi­ 
cer or man steps aboard until after 
lie, has left he must observe conven­ 
tional ceremonies of many kinds. 
In the first place in going aboard or 
leaving the ship the starboard gang 
was is reserved for the use of the com ­ 
missioned officers and their visitors. 
AH others must use the port gangway. 
Upon stepping aboard the first thing to 
he done Is to “salute the deck” by 
fouchlngor lifting the hat or cap. This is 
meant as a mark of respect to the col­ 
ors, and is acknowledged by the officer 
of the deck. 
The quarter deck Is sa­ 
cred to the officers, and the side of it 
occupied by the officer of the deck Is 
generally avoided even by them. 
No 
enlisted men are permitted to go on 
the quarter deck except on duty. 
One of the prettiest of naval cere­ 
monies takes place when the colors 
are hoisted at 8 a. m. and again when 
they are lowered at sunset. 
These two 
functions are accompanied by appro­ 
priate military music, all hands, offi­ 
cers as well as men, who happen to 
be on deck at the time, standing up 
at “attention,” facing aft and uncov­ 
ered, until the colors reach the flag­ 
staff head or are lowered into the arms 
of the quarterm aster 
who receives 
them, as the ease may he. 
It is customary for officers always 
to salute the captain when passing 
him. but. not to salute each other on 
hoard ship, when merely passing, ex­ 
cept when, on duty, an official com ­ 
munication is to be made. 
T h e Jun­ 
ior always 
salutes first, the senior 
returning the salute. 
The men al­ 
ways salute an officer when address­ 
ing or being addressed by him. 
Officers below the grade of com m an­ 
der are always 
addressed 
as plain 
“ Mr.,” with the exception that the s u r ­ 
geons are called “doctor.” 
In the fa­ 
miliar unofficial intercourse the chief 
engineer is addressed as “chief” and 
the paymaster us pay. Usually the m a ­ 
rine officer is jocularly spoken to as 
“ m ajor” or “colonel.” 
Commanders and captains are a l­ 
ways called “captains,” and commo­ 
dores and admirals are addressed by 
their titles. 
But the commanding offi­ 
cer of a vessel, no m atter what his 
rank, is alw’ays addressed by those u n ­ 
der him as “captain.” Many small ves­ 
sels and torpedo boats are commanded 
by lieutenants, and even by ensigns, 
yet they are called “captains” as long 
as they retain command. 
Unlike civil life, the navy regards 
it as a compliment to drop the “ Mr.” 
in personal conversation between offi­ 
cers. 
The application of th at little 
prefix implies wide disparity in rank, 
and a junior thus feels flattered by 
the elevation to equality made by a 
senior in dropping it. 
Thero are certain interesting for­ 
malities in entering, leaving ami sit­ 
ting in the ship’s small boats. 
E n ­ 
trance goes according to rank, junior 
flrst, in conformity with the principle 
that the captain is always last to aba n­ 
don the ship. 
In sitting in the boat, 
the senior sits furthest aft, the others 
ranging themselves forward of him ac­ 
cording to graduation of rank. 
In 
leaving the boat the senior goes first, 
which suggests the rule that in an a t­ 
tack on shore, or a boarding party, 
the senior leads the way. 
There are three principal ceremonies 
attending the official arrival on board, 
or the departure from a ship, of per­ 
sons of rank. 
One is the “piping over 
the side,” consisting of the attendance 
at the gangway of from two to eight 
side boys, and the long, shrill piping 
of the boatswain as the person honored 
comes or goes over the side. 
For a 
commanding officer, admiral or other 
high functionary, the marine guard is 
paraded on the quarterdeck, presenting 
arms, with the field music giving the 
appropriate number of “ ruffles” as the 
functionary passes along the deck to 
or from the gangway. 
This is the 
second honor. 
The third is the firing 
of gun salutes, the number of guns de­ 
pending upon the personal rank. 
The 
president of the United States and 
members of royal families receive 21 
guns, the national salute, which is the 
highest number officially recognized. 
Other officers receive varying numbers 
below this, the following being exam ­ 
ples: 
Admiral, 17 guns; vice admiral, 
15; rear admiral, 13; commodore, 11. 
Governors of states, cabinet ministers, 
diplomatic representatives, generals of 
the army and consulate officers are all 
entitled to gun salutes. 
The salute is not fired until the o b ­ 
ject of it is in his boat and pulls ahead 
of the ship, when the flrst gun is fired 
and his flag is unfurled from the m a s t­ 
head to be pulled down with the last 
gun. 
While the salute is in progress 
the visitor's boat stops, proceeding af­ 
ter the last gun. 
It is a marked breach of courtesy to 
fire either more or less guns than the 
person saluted is entitled to. and when 
such is done his representative prompt­ 
ly calls upon the saluting ship for an 
explanation, and if this is not satisfac­ 
tory serious offense is given. 
There is ceremony even in marking 
tho passage of time on board ship. 
There is a clock near the captain's 
cabin, which the 
captain’s 
orderly 
watches, and each half hour he goes on 
deck, and, salutirg, reports to the of­ 
ficer of the dc^k the number of bells, 
such as “one bell, sir,” “three bells, 
sir,” and so on. 
The officer returns 


the orderly's salute, says “very good,” 
and then directs the messenger boy to 
I strike the proper number of bells. 
But at 8 a. m., noon and 8 p. m. there 
j is a m a rk ed difference. 
These hours 
! are reported to the officer of the <le •!< 
not as “eight hells.” but as “right 
o 'c lo c k ” or “ twelve o’clock.” 
The offi­ 
cer then * ells the orderly to report the 
hour to the captain, and the * ight hells 
are not struck until the captain directs 
it, through the medium of the orderly, 
the officer of the deck and the messen­ 
ger. 
No one on board can see the captain 
in his cabin without first sending in 
his name by the latter’* orderly. 
An 
officer cannot see the captain on any 
official business of his own initiative 
without stating if to and receiving per­ 
mission fr mi the executive officer. E n ­ 
listed men must obtain the further p e r­ 
mission of the officer of the deck be­ 
fore interviewing the executive officer 
Philadelphia Times.

G. What book or books 
have you read that told of heri>es? 
Many of the answers reflected the ef­ 
fect of the war news on the minds of 
the little or.es, for the majority of them 
selected Dewey as their favorite hero. 
Washington still holds his place in the 
hearts of the Kansas City tots, hu n ­ 
dreds of them having named him as 
their ideal; in fact, there was scarce­ 
ly a paper that did not contain some 
reference to “the Father of His Coun­ 
try.” 
Lincoln and Daniel Boone got no 
little recognition, and an unexpected 
religious sentiment (for such a remote 
settlement) developed in the papers of 
many of the youthful propounders of 
the problems submitted. 
In answer to

An agreement that land shall remain 
in common and not Le partitioned, ia 
held, in Crocker vs. Cotting (Mass.), 
39 L. R. A., 215, not to be implied on 
the purchase in common of land sub­ 
ject to an easement already belonging 
to the purchaser. 
A police judge ordering the commit­ 
ment of a person without evidence or 
w arrant 
except a 
telegram to the 
chief of police to arrest him, is held, 
in Glazer vs. Hubbard ( Ky ) , 39 L. R.

ON A BIG WARSHIP. 


P O IN T S T O BE O B S E R V E D BY A 
L A N D S M A N . 


Jarred Q uarter D eck— N one but Officers 
A llow ed on 
I t—C erem ony A ttending 
th e E ntrance or E xit o f Dlatlnqulslied 
Persona. 


The Oldest M et allic O bjects 
Dr. J. IL Gladstone, discussing at 
the Royal Institution the question of 
the metals used by the groat, nations 
of antiquity, said recently that gold 
was probably the first metal known to 
man, because it is generally found na­ 
tive. 
The 
old 
metallic 
objects 
to which we can assign a probable 
date were found in a royal tomb at 
Nagada In Egypt, supposed to have 
been that of King Menes. 
In one of 
the chambers were some bits of gold 
and a bead, a button and a fine wire 
of nearly pure copper, lf the tomb has 
been properly Identified, these objeets 
are at least 6,300 years old. Nearly all 
the ancient gold that has beau exam­ 
ined contains enough silver to give It 
a light color. 
It was gathered by the 
ancients in the bed of the Pactohis and 
other streams of Asia Minor.

Its weight is about one pound, ami is 
alike flexible, light and easily placed 
in position. 


The many little points of etiquette 
observed on board an American man- 
of-war are distinctly worthy of public 
interest. 
From the moment an offi­ 
cer or man steps aboard until after 
he has left he must observe conven­ 
tional ceremonies of many kinds. 
In the first place In going aboard or 
leaving the ship the starboard gang- 
was is reserved for the use of the com­ 
missioned officers and their visitors. 
AU others must use the port gangway. 
Upon stepping aboard the first thing to 
be done is to “salute the deck” by 
touchlngor llftlngthe hat or cap. This la 
meant as a mark of respect to the col­ 
ors, and is acknowledged by tho officer 
of the deck. 
The quarter deck is sa­ 
cred to the officers, and the side of It 
occupied by the officer of the deck is 
generally avoided even by them. 
No 
enlisted men are permitted to go on 
the quarter deck except on duty. 
One of the prettiest of naval cere­ 
monies takes place when the colors 
are hoisted at 8 a. rn. and again when 
they are lowered at sunset. These two 
functions are accompanied by appro­ 
priate military music, all hands, offi­ 
cers as w'ell as men, who happen to 
be on deck at the time, standing up 
at “attention,” facing aft and uncov­ 
ered, until the colors reach the flag­ 
staff head or are lowered into the arms 
of the quarterm aster 
who receives 
them, aa the case may be. 
It is customary for officers always 
to salute the captain when passing 
him, but not to salute earh other on 
board ship, when merely passing, ex­ 
cept when, on duty, an official com­ 
munication is to be made. 
The jun­ 
ior always 
salutes first, the senior 
returning the salute. 
The men al­ 
ways salute an officer when address­ 
ing or being addressed by him. 
Officers below the grade of comman­ 
der are always 
addressed 
as plain 
“Mr.,” with the exception that the sur­ 
geons are called “doctor.” 
In the fa­ 
miliar unofficial intercourse the chief 
engineer is addressed as “chief” and 
the paymaster as pay. Usually the ma­ 
rine officer is jocularly spoken to as 
“major” or "colonel.” 
Commanders and captains are al­ 
ways called "captains,” and commo­ 
dores and admirals are addressed by 
their titles. But the commanding offi­ 
cer of a vessel, no m atter what his 
rank, is always addressed by those un­ 
der him as "captain." Many small ves­ 
sels and torpedo boats are commanded 
by lieutenants, and even by ensigns, 
yet they are called "captains" as long 
as they retain command. 
Unlike civil life, the navy regards 
it as a compliment to drop the “Mr." 
in personal conversation between offi­ 
cers. 
The application of that little 
prefix implies wide disparity in rank, 
and a Junior thus feels flattered by 
the elevation to equality made by a 
senior in dropping it. 
There are certain interesting for­ 
malities in entering, leaving and sit­ 
ting in the ship’s small boats. 
En 
trance goes according to rank, junior 
first, in conformity with the principle 
that the captain is always last to aban­ 
don the ship. 
In sitting in the boat, 
the senior sits furthest aft, the others 
ganging themselves forward of him ac­ 
cording to graduation of rank. 
In 
leaving the boat the senior goes first, 
which suggests the rule that in an at­ 
tack on shore, or a boarding party, 
the senior leads the way. 
There are three principal ceremonies 
attending the official arrival on board 
or the departure from a ship, of per­ 
sons of rank. One is the “piping over 
the side,” consisting of the attendance 
at the gangway of from two to eight 
side boys, and the long, shrill piping 
of the boatswain as the person honored 
comes or goes over the side. 
For a 
commanding officer, admiral or other 
high functionary, the marine guard is 
paraded on the quarterdeck, presenting 
arms, with the field music giving the 
appropriate number of "ruffles” as the 
functionary passes along the deck to 
or from the gangway. 
This is the 
second honor. 
The third is the firing 
of gun salutes, the number of guns de­ 
pending upon the personal rank. 
The 
president of the United States and 
members of royal families receive 21 
guns, the national salute, which is the 
highest number officially recognized. 
Other officers receive varying numbers 
below this, the following being exam­ 
ples: 
Admiral, 17 guns; vice admiral, 
lo; rear admiral, 13; commodore, ll. 
Governors of states, cabinet ministers, 
diplomatic representatives, generals of 
the army and consulate officers are all 
entitled to gun salutes. 
The salute is not fired until the ob­ 
ject of It Is In his boat and pulls ahead 
of the ship, when the first gun is fired 
and his flag Is unfurled from the m ast­ 
head to be pulled down with the last 
gun. 
While the salute is in progress 
the visitor’s boat stops, proceeding af­ 
ter the last gun. 
It is a marked breach of courtesy to 
fire either more or less guns than the 
person saluted is entitled to, and when 
such is done his representative prompt­ 
ly calls upon the saluting ship for an 
explanation, aud if this is not satisfac­ 
tory serious offense is given. 
There is cerem ony even In marking 
tho passage of time on board ship. 
There is a clock near the captain’s 
cabin, which the 
captain’s 
orderly 
watches, and each half hour he goes on 
deck, and, saluting, reports to the of­ 
ficer of the deck the number of bells, 
such aa "one bell, sir," "three bells, 
sir," and so on. 
The officer return* 


the orderly's salute, says "very good," 
and then directs the messenger boy to 
strike the proper n u p ber of bells. 
But at 8 a. rn., noon and 8 p. rn. tbero 
is a marked difference. 
These hours 
are reported to the officer of the deck 
not as "eight bells," but as "eight 
o’clock” or “twelve o'clock.” The offi­ 
cer then tells the orderly to report the 
hour to the captain, and the eight bells 
are not struck until the captain directs 
it, through the medium of the orderly, 
the officer of the deck and the messen­ 
ger. 
No one on board can see the captain 
in his cabin without first sending in 
his name by the latter’s orderly. 
An 
officer cannot see the captain on any 
official business of his own Initiative 
without stating it to and receiving per­ 
mission from the executive officer. E n ­ 
listed men must obtain the further per­ 
mission of the officer of the deck be­ 
fore interviewing the executive officer. 
— Philadelphia Times.

Can you tell the name of any other pic­ 
ture? 4. W rite the namo of your fa­ 
vorite hero. 
5. What do you think 
makes a hero? G. What book or books 
have you read that told of heroes? 
Many of the answers reflected the ef­ 
fect of the war news on the minds of 
the little ones, for the majority of them 
selected Dewey as their favorite hero. 
Washington still holds his place In the 
hearts of the Kansas City tots, hun­ 
dreds of them having named him as 
their Ideal; in fact, there was scarce­ 
ly a paper that did not contain some 
reference to “the Father of His Coun­ 
try.” 
Lincoln and Daniel Boone got no 
little recognition, and an unexpected 
religious sentiment (for such a remote 
settlement) developed in the papers of 
many of the youthful propounders of 
the problems submitted. 
In answer to 
the first question, “W hat picture do 
you like best?” the filial and reveren­ 
tial spirits were shown in many in­ 
stances by the answers, “ Mother” and 
‘the Saviour.”

“When a boy is good in his 
lessons and attends to bis own affairs 
he stands a fair chance to become a 
hero.” 
"People that you like makes a 
hero,” says Corinne May West, 12 years 
old. 
"To make a hero a person should 
be well educated and very thorough in 
history,” says another. One girl thinks 
that “an honest and a good-headed man 
makes a hero.” A religious boy’s defin­ 
ition of the qualifications of a hero is: 
“Bravery, truthfulness, perseverance, 
trustfulness and faith in God.”

The inability of a juror to read or 
write the English language, which i3 
not known to the defendant in a pros­ 
ecution until after the trial, is held, in 
state vs. Pickett (Iowa), 39 L. R. A., 
C02, to give no right to a new trial. 
An agreement that land shall remain 
in common and not Le partitioned, la 
held, in Crocker vs. Cottlng (Mass.), 
39 L. R. A., 215, not to be implied on 
the purchase in common of land sub­ 
ject to an easement already belonging 
to the purchaser. 
A police Judge ordering the commit­ 
ment of a poison without evidence or 
warrant except a 
telegram to tho 
chief of police to arrest him, is held, 
in Glazsr vs. Hubbard (K y), 39 L. R.
